Resources of Defence. 


Probable 
Time 


of Sentence. 


John O'Neil's chance of being saved 


from the gallows baa materially diiuin- 
isbed today,—in fact has disappeared. 


An Associated Press dispatch to THE 


TRANSCRIPT from Boston this aiternoon 
brings the news that the full bench of the 
supreme court of Massachusetts today 
handed down a decision as to the excep- 
tions brought before tliem in the case of 
John O'Neil, convicted at Greenfield of 
the murder ot'Hattie E. MeCloud of Shel- 
bnrne Falls. 
All the exceptions were 


overruled, and the court unanimously 
holds that the conviction was ]egal. 


The main point claimed iati'3 excep- 


tions carried before the supreme court by 
O'Neil's counsel was that the prosecution 
had failed to prove sufficiently concerning 
Mrs. McCloud's money,—how much ffie 
had the night she was murdered, and that 
the money found in possession of O'Neil 
was not in any adequate way proven or 
probably proven to have been Mrs. Mc- 
Cloud's. It was the fatal money in the 
possession of O'Neil that convicted him, 


i and on this point his lawyers made the 


j attack in their exceptions. But they havo 


j failed to convince the Massachusetts Su- 


preme court. 


Mr. Beer, of the firm of Beer & Dowlin, 


who, with C. J. Parkhurst are O'Neil's 
attorneys, was seen this afternoon. Ho 
had not learned of the supreme court's 
decision till told of it by THE TRANSCRIPT 
man. He was asked what would next be 
done lor the condemned man by his law- 
yers. 


'•I don't know and don't care to talk." 
"But 
aren't you willing to let the 


public know if this is the end of O'Neil's 
hope for a new trial?" 


"You may say then," said Mr. Beer, 


"that there are other resources to save 
O'Neil in which I have confidence. It 
will depend somewhat on his family as to 
whether these resources be called out. 
Further than this I will iiofe t»lk before a 
conference with my partner and Mr. 
Parkhurst. 


Mr. Beer's reference to resources for 


further defence that lie in the power of 
the family of O'Neil to advance, seems 
significant. 


The new plan of saving O'Neil will un- 


doubtedly be to move for a new trial on 
he ground of new evidence, or pre-judg- 
ment of some of thejurors. 


Tho new evidence plan is foreshadowed 


by Mr. Eeni's lemarks about what "the 
family" may be willing to bring out. 


O'Neil's sentence and fixing of the date 


of execution may be looked for in a 
very short time. One attorney in this 
city said today that the sentence would 
be likely to be given at the present 
superior court session in Greenfield.

Hamer and Kice. 


The work at the Beaver is under the di- 


rection of John Marsh, It will be com- 
pleoed in about two weeks, not more,

ever 
undertaken 
of

kind, 
and this rainy weather makes 


progress very uncomfortable for 
ohe 


workmen engaged on it. 
A howl has 


gone up by the heed of the "opposition" 
that the work is being done in violation 
of the city charter and is costing the city 
an enormous sum. 
It has been asserted 


by the "opposition" that the work will 
cost the city over $10,000. 
There is 


the fault found that the city officials have 
done wrong in allowing the work to be 
done by the day and not by contract. 


A talk with Mr. Marsh would go to 


prove that the city has done the very best 
tiling under 
the 
circumstances. 
Mr. 


Marsh declares that there is not a man on 
the job that is not a resident of North 
Adams and has a family to support. He 
says 
that 
if 
he 
had the 
contract 


for doing the work he could not get 
a bit more out of the men than he 
is getting now, and he makes the remark- 
acle statement that some of the men on the 
work are not well enough paid. He says 
that if he had his way he would pay some 
of the men half a dollar more a day and 
asks you to look into the wet and risky 
cavein they are digging in to see if you 
are not of his way of thinking on that 
point. The men are getting §150 a day. 
From what Mr, Marsh says it is gathered 
that the labor on that sewer will not ex- 
ceed §9,50(1 in cost, and it is also gathered 
from what he says that to have given the 
work to a contractor would have cost the 
city more than it will under the present 
system. 1 u.u is clear, for if the contractor 
should make any money on. the job ic 
would all come out of the city, as the 
work is now being done at the lowest pos 
sible cost. 


Mr. Marsh has got the work done with 


cons.derable dispatch, considering the 
character and magnitude of the job. At 
some places tha sewer pipe has been laid 
to a depth of 21 feet, and this depth had 
to be cut through solid rock, or, what is 
worse, through large boulders that had to 
be blasted away.

New Hampshire Murderer Gets Off

BLACKINTON. 


Lafayette Lodge of Masons and the 


Men I Who Founded If. 


IB raw of the fact that 
Lafayette 


Lcdee, F. and A. M., of this city, prepar- 
ing to celebrate its semi-centennial, and 
that a program is being piepared for that 
occasion, some of the chief facts in the 
lodge's history are of spectxl Interest at 
this time. 


Masonry in North Adams has flourished 


lor a half century. 
The first lodge in 


North Adams was established in 1847, un- 
der the uame of the Lafayette lodge, and 
for two years worked under dispensation, 
January 8,1S49, the charter was receivedj 
which bears the name of the following 
charter member: William C. Flonkett, L, 
Allen, S. M. Dean, Isaac Hodges, Jesse 
Whippie, William H. Tyler, J. Hall, Sam- 
uel Brown, E. D. Whi taker, Washington 
Adams, Isaac Dean, Abner Youngiove, T. 
Higginbotham, Alfred Oles, W. B. Sher- 
man, E. H. Briggs, E. Whitman, Eber 
Sherman, Dexter Gleason, O, C. Woodard, 
L. C. Thayer, E. 3. Hawjcs, L. Thompson, 
Alex. Pile, Abel Wetherbee, E. Estes, 
Samuel Duticau. 


The Lafayette lodge was the outgrowth 


of the old Franklin lodge of Adams, the 
charter of which dated back into the last 
century, but which was surrendered at 
the time of the Morgan uproar. In North 
Adams the first meetings ot the Masons 
were held in Dr. Hodge's office on Union 
street in the building now occupied as an 
office by N. L, Millard & Co. 


Afterwards the lodge found a home in 


the old Broadford block on Main street, 
in the old Daniel Ktmball property on 
Main street; in the Wilson house prop- 
erty over the present opera hou&e room- 
where it was burned out in 1S69; in thfc 
G. A. E. roomn in the Adams bank block, 
and finally in its present commodious 
quarters in the Burlingame block, rooms 
having been specially designed for this 
purpose when that structure was erected.
